Tbe Last Moments of Col Bowie. 


San Frnnctam Can 


A sensational article in the Hous- 


ton Daily Post, written by W. P. 
Zuber, of Grimes county, professes 
to give the first full account of the 
massacre of the Texan garrison in 
the celebrated fortress of the church 
of the Alamo, at San Antonio, March 
6,1836. Zuber says he got the ac- 
count from a Mexican fifer known in 
Texas as Polin, vrho was with the 
Mexican array at the time of the cap- 
ture of the Alamo. Polin says that 
after the Mexicans had taken the 
fort, sealed the walls, and put the 
garrison to the bayonet or sword, 
Santa Ana, accompanied by members 
of his staff, entered the fort and 
viewed the Texans slain. Polin be- 
ing 8 fifer and a privileged character, 
entered witk Santa Ana, and imme- 
diately behind the Mexican dictator. 
•Santa Ana ordered the citizens of 
San Antonio to pick up the corpse of 
Col. Travis, the Texan commander, 
which he ran his sword through. 
After Santa Ana had retired from 
the fortress, two Mexican officers, 
with a number of soldiers, entered 
and proceeded to pile up the bodies 
of the dead Texans, for the purpose 
of burning them. In the search for 
corpses, they discovered the Texan 
patriot, Col. Bowie, in a secluded 
apartment of the fortress, lying sick 
upon stretchers 
One of the officers 


looked at the sick officer and asked 
the other if he knew him. The lat- 
ter said he thought he did, and that 
it was the infamous Bowie. The 
officers then berated Bowie for fight- 
ing against the Mexican government, 
after having married a respectable 
Mexican lady. He denounced them 
for fighting under a tyrant like San 
ta Anna. They ordered him to shut 
his month, and Bowie said, "Never, 
for your sort." "Then," .said the 
senior officer, "we will relieve you 
of your tongue" They then had 
the soldiers take knives and split 
open his mouth, cut out his tongue, 
and throw his body, still writhing, 
upon a pile of corpses. 
The latter 


was saturated with camphene, and 
while CoL Bowie's body, still bleed 
ing but speechless, lay alive upon the 
funeral heap, a match was struck in- 
to the combustible fluid, and a tall 
pillar of flame immediately shot up, 
and one of the American officers, pale 
and trembling, said to his compan 
ions, "That fire takes Bowie's soul up 
to God." 


This is the first account of the last 


moments of Col. Bowie e%er pub 
lished.

On the 20th of July, Drs. Gross 


and Pancoast, of this city, performed 
an operation for the lemoval of tho 
cancor, cutting away a portion of the 
under sm face of the tongue on the 
left sidp. Sept 6 a second operation 
was performed, when the miblingnal 
gland and part of snbmaxillary gland 
were cut out' Se'ten weeks ago there 
was a third opeiation, when the rest 
of the subraaxillary and a few tym 
phatic glands about the neclj were 
cut awa). The successive operations 
were necessary because some cells 
by which cancerous shucture w prop- 
agated had strajed away into le 
gions where no snspioious stiuctnre 
appeared, but afterward made them- 
selves manifest Ihe first operation 
was merely « precaution, the glands 
cut out being slightly indurated. 
The patient did not suffer from the 
effects^! the knife, and Dr Gross 
received a letter from Senator Hill 
last week saying that the wound was 
healing rapidly. 
When the senator 


left the hospital four weeks ago, Dr. 
Gross considered him cured, only 
tiie wound made by the kiufe having 
to heal The cancerous structure 
can not have become malignant BO 
suddenly, and even if it should, Sen- 
ator Hill would have in all probabil- 
itv several vears of life before him.

THE president's hesitation about 


the Ohinew bill has been due in great 
meamn* to a feeling that it violates 
our last treaty with China.

tance of nearly ten miles, feiiccnvubed 
to tho rapidly increased pressure. 
Through these breaks a current of 
the average depth of seven feet 
flows towards the swamps of the 
Tensiis. Tho worst is now over; there 
has been up to this date a decline at 
Vieksbnrg of fourteen inches. From 
the present outlook this decline will 
steadily go on. 
In a few days we 


may look out for an increased fall. 
There is nothing in the stage of any 
one or all the upper tributaries indi- 
cating an increased supply on top of 
the overflow now surrounding us, so 
that when the volume of water that 
now covers so large an area of the 
delta between the Bed river and Cai- 
ro, shall flow down the channel and 
crevasse? nnd be received into the 
bosom of tho gulf, the crisis will be 
over, the danger will be passed, and 
the plow and the hoe will resume 
their accustomed work in the fields.

get the feeling of the convention with re- 
tard to the matter;

eenth Congressional district 


Pending the motion to adopt, on invita- 


tion Hon. Jason Rogers, our representa- 
ive,took occasion to explain the position 
Vlacon county occupies in the proposed 
change. He indicated that this county 
has either to go into the 13th district, 
which is strongly Republican, or be tack- 
ed on to democratic counties and have no 
Republican representative in Congress. 
The gentleman stated that as for himself 
and his constituents he would rather 
have the 14th district remain as it is, but 
o change will surely be made. In conclu- 
sion Mr. Bogers said he was doing every- 
thing possible to get Macon county in a 
strong district, and he earnestly desired 
an expression from the convention on the 
question. 


Hon. W. T. Moffett, state senator, was 


also called upon to enlighten the assem- 
bly on the apportionment question. He 
detailed the work of the various appor- 
tionment committees, and stated that the 
adoption of the resolution presented 
would not make him work any harder to 
leave out McLean county in the new dis- 
trict, but be thought it best, everything 


considered, for Macon county to go IB 
with McLean, and even by tacking oa 
Monltrie county we would then have a 
sure Republican district There are sev- 
en democratic counties surrounding Ma: 
con, and we have got to go east or north 
to get into good company. While no ac- 
tion has yet been token with regard to 
redistricting the State—though the vari- 
ous committees are getting ready to re- 
port—the senator regarded it as a fore- 
gone conclusion that McLean and Macon 
counties would-be in the same district. 
With Macon, Logon, McLean, .Piatt' 
DeWitt and Moultrie counties!in the 
same district, the Republicans would 
have a majority of 1,500 over «11 oppo. 
sition; without Moultrie econnty, the 
Republican majority would be 2,100. 
Mr. Moffett also alluded to the Sen- 
atorial district question, and is in fa- 
vor of linking Macon aad Logan counties 
together, which would give the Republi- 
cans about 350 majority. 


The remarks of Representative Rogers 


and Senator Moflett impressed the con- 
vention with the fact that they were in po- 
sition to know what is best t» be done for 
interests of their constituents, and on mo- 
tion of J. R. Gorin the resolution was laid 
on the table by a unanimous vote.

How Ca»b May be Sent by Express at 


Cheap Bates.

email amounts of money to different 
places will be interested in the rates es- 
tablished by th% American Express Com- 
panies throughout the country. TheDe- 
catnr agent, Mr. A. M. Werner, has re- 
ceived his instructions -end the necessary 
blanks, and is ready for business. 


THE KATES. 


Under the new_system the charges on 


money are 5 cents for amounts of 55 and 
under down to $1.00, and 8 cents for sums 
mere than $5 and not exceeding $10. The 
public con readily see from these figures 
that the highest rate is 2 cents leas than 
that charged by the post office for some 
of $10 and less. 


The company limits the time during 


which payment will be made on presenta- 
tion of the order to three months from 
the date of its issue, but ample provision 
is mode for the recovery of the money in 
case this; requirement is not complied 
with. In event of the los* of the money 
order, the company makes provision for 
the refunding of moneys. 


The agente of the company are now all 


supplied with the money orders bound in 
small books, each containing five, fifteen, 
twenty-five or fifty orders. Each order 
can be issued for the maximum amount, 
$10, or for 5 cent fractional amounts 
down to $1, by the use of an ingenious 
form of coupon, attached to each other. 
Orders are issued payable on presentation, 
or ciily according to advice of the remit- 
ter, or to the order of a certain person in 
the election ofr the remitter. When the 
money is sent payable per advice of the 
remitter, advice cards for mailing with 
the order are furnished the remitter 
without additional charge. The company 
will, in order to accommodate parties fre- 
quently sending small sums of money to 
distant places, sell books directly to them 
so that orders may be filled out by them 
at any time and transmitted without vis- 
iting the company's office. 


The new system coats less than the 


post office money order system, and 
money can be sent to all parts of the 
country from the hour of opening the 
express office in the morning to the time 
of closing their business in the evening, 
while post office money orders can only 
lie obtained between the hours of 9 and 3.
